would be lost by the Oriilsh (govern­ 
ment in embracing the experiment foi 
hastening »atop to the effusion ot blood. 
A prompt and cordial acceptance^ the 
mediation on that side w«» the less to b« 
Joubted, as it Was of a nature not to sub­ 
mit rights or pretentions on either side 
to the decision of an umpire, but to af­ 
ford merely an opportunity, honorable 
and desirable; to both, for discussing, 
and Upossible, adjusting them for the 
interest of both. 
. 


The British Cabinet» either mistak­ 
ing our deaire of peace for a dread of 
British power, or milled by other falla* 
cious calculations* Imm disappointed this 
reesotiable anticipation. No communi­ 
cations from our Envoys having reach-’ 
ed us, no inforpaation ou thp aubjcct has 
been received from that eource. But it 
is known that the mediation was declin­ 
ed in the first iusuacè, and there is no 
evidence» notwithstanding the lapse of 
.timr, that a change of disposition in dte 
British Councils*has taken placet or is 
to be expected. 


Under such circumstances, a nation 
proud of its rights, and conscious of its 
strength, has no choice .but an exertion 
of the one in support of lhe other. 


To this detenuinution, the best en< 
co u rarement is derived from the sue 
cess with which it has pleased the Al­ 
mighty to bless our arms* both on the 
land and on the water. 


Whilst proofs have been continued of 
the .ente rprise uikì skill of our cruisers, 
public'and private, on the ocean, andiu 
ttew trpphy gained in tint capture of a 
British by an American vessel oi war, 
tftcran action giving teiebrky to the 
asme of tlie victorious coir>mw)tk;i -»the 
gréât Inland waters,on #h»ch the enemy 
wfcire aUo.to be tncuuuiered, have prc 
scnted iachievcmeius of our iiaval arms, 
as brilliant in their character as they 
have been.important in their cense 
qucncca. 


On I«ake Erie the . aquadron under 
com inànd of Captain Perry, having met 
the Ui itidh squudroi), of superior force 
a sanguiimry conflict ended in the cap* 
ttire.ofahe whole. The conduct of that 
officfr» adroit as it was ciariog^nd which 
was so well, seconded, by hi» comrades, 
justly entitles thfrn to the admiration 
^>d gratitude of iheir country ) and will 
till an early page in its.«aval annals,with 
a victoryi.never surpassed in lustre,liow* 
ever much jt muy have been in magni* 
tude. 


On Luke Ontario, ihe caution of the 
British commander, favoured by contin 
gcnces, frustrated the effoits of the A- 
nericali coiut>undtr, to bring on a deci 
cifre action. Capt. Chaunccy was ablo 
however, to estuhlisb an ascendancy on 
that inapoitant Mtcaue ; aud to prove,Jw 
the manuef in vfhich he effectçd ev^y 
thing possible, that opportunities only 
were wktUcU« for a more shining display 
of hisown talents, and of Ihe gallanti y 
of.ttu^se under hi^ command' 


'I he success on Lake Erie, having o* 
pened a passage to the tertitory of the 
enemy, the officer commanding the.

SuCh however 
was the delay .produced, in the first in» 
stance, by adverse weather of unusual 
violence and continuance, and auch the* 
circumstances attending the final move­ 
ments of the army* that the prospect at 
one time so favorable, was «rot realised. 


The crutlty of the enemy¿n enlisting 
the savages into a war with a nation de* 
sirous of mutual emulation in ihttigating 
its calamitica» has not been confined to 
uny one auarter^—Wherever they could 
be turned against us, no exertions to ef­ 
fect it have been spared. On our south 
western border the Creek tribes« who 
yielding to our persevering endeavors» 
were gradually acquiring more civilised 
habits, became tbe unfortunate victima 
of seduction. A war in that quarter has 
been the consequence, infuriated by a 
bloody fanaticism, recently propagated 
among them. 


It was necessary to crush such a war 
before it could spread among the conti­ 
guous tribes, and before It could favor 
enterprises of the enemy into that vici­ 
nity. With this view a force was called 
into the service*of the U. States from 
the atatea of Georgia and Tennasaee, 
which, with the nearest wsgular troops, ,j 
and other corps from the Mississippi ' 
territory, might not only chastise the 
savages into present peace» but make a I 
lasting impression on theif fear. 
| 


The progress of the expedition, as 
far as i* yet ItnoWn, correepouds with 
the martial seal whh which it waa e-

The systematic perseeerance of the 
enemy i» courting the aldof the savages 
in all quarters, had the natural effect of 
iidling their ordinary propensity 19 
war into f passieu, which, even among 
those beat* disposed towards the United 
States, Was ready, if not employed en 
our side,: to^be turned -against us. A 
iieparture fix>m our protiactcd forbear* 
anue to accept the servinea tendered by 
them» has thus been lolced upon us.— 
Uut, in yielding to it, the retaliation has 
been mitigated aa mucb aa possible^oiU 
in its extent and in its character, stop­ 
ping far short of the example of the ene- 
aiy, who owe the advantagea they have 
occasionally gained in battle, chiefly to' 
(be number of thcir aavage associates; 
and who havelnot controlled them either 
from their usual practicf ef indiscrimi 
nate maaaac re ondetencelesa inhabitants, 
or from scenes of otrnage without a “pa­ 
rallel, on prisoners to the Briusb'aruis
